AN IRISH “BLUE: 
STOCKING.” . 
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 WALPOLE AND .JOHNSO 


i Sed

NE of the most elusive and attractive 

figures among the ‘‘Blue-Stockings”’ 
was Elizabeth Vesey, whose salon in 
Bolton street, and, later, in €l 
street, attracted the most ' disting 
men and women of the period. 
by many of the brightest and best of 
day, she stood for more than 
years in the very forefront of ; | 
society. Unfortunately, she has left no 
autobiography behind her,

her English friends. i. oe 
Elizabeth Vesey, the second daughter 
of Sir Thomas Vesey, Bishop of Ossory, 


was born about 1715. She married, first, } 


William Handeock, of Willbrook, West- 
meath, sometime M.P. for Fore,. and,. 
afterwards, her cousin, Agmondésham 
Vesey, a member of the Irish Parliament 


for over forty years, who also held the 1 


sinecure position. of Accountant-General 
for Ireland. Of him Mrs. Montagu, the 
famous “ Queen of the Blues,” held no 
high opinion, and calls him “ a frippery 
character ” ; but there is no doubt that he 
was a man of learning and of refined 
tastes. Lucan House, which he rebuilt 
about 1776, stands as a monument: to his 
knowledge of architecture. When he was 
nominated to membership of the famous 
club in 1773, Dr. Johnson considered 
Burke’s recommendation of him as “a 
man of gentle manners ” a quite sufficient 
qualification. The truth is that he was 
an easy-going gentleman, rather inclined 
to be selfish, spoilt by his wife’s devotion, 
and often bored by her learned friends, 


DUBLIN’S DIVERSIONS. 


The Veseys spent much of -their time 
out of Ireland—in London, in Paris, and 
at the fashionable spas. It was at Tun- 
bridge Wells, in the year 1755, t).at Mrs. 
Montagu first became acquainted with 
Mrs. Vesey, and found her possessed of 
‘an easy politeness that gains one in a 
moment,” while “ in reserve she has good 
sense and an improved mind.”’ Ten years 
later Mrs. Vesey sends her a description 
of the home-life at Lucan:—‘‘ During the 
warm nights we have drank ‘tea in 
Malvinia’s Bower, and there we sit to 
admire the setting sun gild the woods 
upon the opposite brow, the smooth, 
silent gliding of the river, and the 
approach of the darker shades of evening. 
We then adjourn to sup in a little house 
which stands upon a knoll.... When 
vou come to sup with us the grotto shall 
be illuminated with coloured lamps, or, f 
it is a time most encouraging to all sorts 
of madness, you shall see the moon rismg 
upon a gap of. the river which «winds 
round the knoll.’’ Another’ letter, 
written in January, 1766, from the 
Veseys’ town house in Molesworth street, 
throws a little light on feminine amuse- 
ments in Dublin of that period:—‘‘I 
don’t know whether I should be in gcod 
humour with Mr, Burke, as well as I 
love him. I entered into the most pro- 
found composure in the fogs of Dublin, 
and he was malicious enough to break 
through the twilight with a picture of 
your society in Hill Street. I had just 
learned ‘* quadrille ” with some degree of 
veputation, and last night I forgot my 
engagement, and lost a game sans prendre 
by naming a false trump.’ 


A BRILLIANT SALON. 


Though Mrs. Montagu is the generally 
accepted ‘‘ Queen of the Blues,” yet 
Hannah More assigns first place to Mrs. 
Vesey, and dedicates to her the famous 
poem, “ Bas Bleu,’’ which begins— 
“Vesey, of verse the judge and the 

friend,’’ 
and dwells on the qualities of many of the 
guests at her parties. Her drawing- 
room was an acknowledged centre. of 
literary and social London, and became 
the chosen ,after-dinner resort of the 
Lá . . 

famous club. At these gatherings, which 
were held on alternate Tuesdays, Mrs. 
Vesey had the magical art of putting all 
her company at their ease, without the 
least appearance of design. Those 
present naturally broke up into little 
croups, perpetually varying and changing. 
They talked or were silent, sat or walked 
about, just as they . pleased. While," 
perhaps, Dr. Johnson in one corner Was 
holding forth on the moral duties, two or 
three young people might be discussing the 
fashions and the opera:in another; and 
in the third Horace Walpole. might:.be 
regaling a little group round him with-his 
lively wit and intelligent conversation. 
Fven he, the great scoffer “and cyfiic, 
could not resist her spiritual appeal. 
4‘ What English heart,” we find him 
writing to Hannah More in 1787, ‘* ever 
excelled hers? I should almost have said 
equalled, if I were not writing to one that 
rivals her.” | 

The Veseys could never realise that they 
were growing old. Elizabeth Monta 
writes rather acidly about them in 17835: 
‘The gentleman (Mr. Vesey) is past the 
age of choosing Valentines, the lady for 
going a-Maying, ‘Coquetry can now. yield, 
him, and assemblies afford her but little: 
pleasure.” Hannah [fore in the 
same year tells us:—‘‘ Mrs. Vesey is 
so deaf that when she is in company 
she carries her stool and cushion from 
one end of the room to the other to be

added, “when the best of it had 
evaporated.’’

OPENED BY DUKE OF YORK. 
INTERESTING IRISH | 
EXHLBITS. 
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- LONDON, Tuesday. 

In opening the fourth World’s Poultry Con- 
gress at the Crystal Palace, London, to-day, 
the Duke of York said that it was a happy 
occasion which brought together the repre- 
sentatives of sixty countries, to discuss the 
further developments, of an induatry which 
was universally practised, and which had in 
recent times become of such great economic 
of violent | importance. In the present depression from 
which agriculture was suffering, he rejoiced 
to learn that the poultry industry had brought 
relief to many a hard-pressed farmer. Not 
only did it form an important, branch of agni- 
culture, but it was practised by dwellers in 
urban areas, and even in the congested dis- 
tricts of large towns. Its products also pro- 
vided no small part. of our daily food. 

They had a system of agriculture and re- 
search which had largely enabled them to 
double their production of eggs within the 
past few years. With that assistance, and 
improved methods of marketing under the 
national mark scheme, they could, he felt 
sure, look forward to an even greater expan- 
sion in future. 

Referring to the support given to the Con- 
gress from overseas, the Duke said that com- 
petition between nations in the world of 
commerce might exist, but if international 
trade was to be carried on, there must be 
mutual trust and good-will. 

NATIONAL EXHIBITS. 

This is the first Congress of its kind to be 
held in Great Britain, and it is regarded as 
the best in point of completeness and quality. 
Previous Congresses have been held at the 
Hague (1921), Barcelona (1924) and Ottawa

Their children should be 
encouraged to learn their own tongue, so that 
their personality might be developed, and 
their herifage enjoyed, The man who loved 
his own home and hearthstone always carried 
with him in life the steadfastness which tha! 
love brought with it, | Personality must h. 
developed. If a man lost his personality bh 
had little left to fight with. 

We should see to it, he added, that a Gaelic 
geography is provided for Welsh, Irish and 
Highland folk together with a Gaelic history, 
revealing the brave struggle and passionate 
love of freedom and home that has chara 
terised the race. Whether the idea of a 
Celtic College in Scotland fructifies or not, 
our children at school ought not to be cut off 
from the true story of what they are, and 
what their forefatirers did.

After travelling over 8,000 miles, many of 
them in lumbering lorries across desert. wastes 
through Central Asia, Miss Rosita Forbes, the 
novelist and traveller, has just returned to 
London, biad ; 

During her thrilling trip, she found herself, 
a lonely wanderer, ly in the midst of 
bitter fighting, at other times travelling with 
a donkey caravan, or in the réle of a friend 
of fugitives. 

en I saw her yesterday, a slim, smiling 


reporter, it was hard to imagine her riding 
at breakneck on @ strange young 
horse, with gaudly-clothed Kurds as com- 
panions, along the Persian frontier in the 
dead of night. Yet, that is one of the things 
she remembered best about the tour. 

“I started going round Persia in motor 
lorries,” she said, “and actually covered four 
thousand miles that way. Comfort wasn’t 
in it, but I managed to get along quite well 
In one lorry there were crowds of pilgrims 
from Baluchistan going to the holy city of 
Meshed. On that occasion we drove, not 
often along roads, but followed rough desert 
tracks, for three nights and four Dass, and 
only stopped for five hours. I could hardly 
keep awake. Then I discovered that the 
pilgrims were smoking opium. I pondered 
whether I should try it, and as everyone else 
seemed to be doing it I decided to do so. 
It was the first time I bad had opium, but I 
felt no ill-effects. Instead, I felt peculiarly 


benign. 
FUGITIVES SWIM RIVER. 

“There was a grim sight awaiting me at 
one piace, where Russian fugitives were 
cuming into Persia. Hundreds of them were 
swimming the Araks River. In the distance 
one could hear the booming of the Russian 
guns. On one occasion about a hundred 
people tried to swim the river, but only four- 
teen got across, the others being mowed down 
by gun-fire. 

** Afterwards I doubied back to Kurdestan, 
and was two days late for the big fight 
between the Turks—-who were repulsed with 
heavy loss—and the Kurds. I was able to 
da some first aid work among the Kurds, 
theugh all I had was some iodine, nail 
scissors and face cream. 

“I found women with rifles on their backs 
and babies slung below them, joining in the 
fighting. 

“Later | spent an exciting eleven days 
dodging sporadic battles, sleeping at night 
in tents where the only things on which 
one could hang one’s clothes were the triggers 
of rifles. I was riding a horse for thirteen 
hours a day. During the early morning and 
late at night almost invariably I-had to make 
hurried getaways. item the way I dis- 
tinguished the fighters was by therr attire. 
The Kurds wore perfectly “eis á clothes, but 
the Turks were umiíormed. 

THE DEVIL WORSHIPPERS. 

“I came across some .queer folk called 
devil worshippers, who that Satan will 
rule the world in four thousand years. There 
was one terrible time when I, with others,

“The day temperature was 105 degrees at 
times, and as the lorry had overturned we 
could hardly get any shade from it. 1 
thought I was going to die, for to make 
things worse there was a dust storm. 

“In Baluchistan we met a completely 
naked figure. It was, we learned, a post- 
man who had been robbed of his , his 
clothes and his camel. We wrapped him up 
in a carpet and took him with us. 

“Once I rode with six hundred Kurds for 
dk gpd part of a might. I was given a 
Kurdish saddle and stirrups that were like 
coal scuttles, and my mount was an unbroken 
stallion. | wore a Kurdish turban, but could 
not get om with it at all. It kept falling 
over my eyes. 

“The object of my tour was to study the 
modernisation of Central Asia and the Middle 
East. I came to the conclusion that both 
Persia and Turkey have made incredible 
strides durin; the last five or six years.”

scheme of disarmament, The bill's 
passage through the Senate has been 
contested at every inch, and the 
‘popular newspapers have raised an 
dmereasing clamour that the United 
States have been betrayed for the sake of 
a vain ideal. This opposition is based on 
a dual fear. In the fifst place, there 
is a general apprehension—particularly 
among the occupants of the ‘western sea- 
board—that Japan may threaten American 
‘interests. In the second place, many 
Americans are afraid that, in the event 
of war between France and Italy, Britain 
may take advantage of the safeguarding 


of ships. Responsible opinion, however, 
agrees that the measure can bring nothing 
but good, and the fact that only nine 
representatives out of the whole Senate 
voted against it shows that the United 
States realise the advantage which the 
world and, in particular, their own 
country have gained. The Treaty leaves 
the United “States in a far stronger 
position than that of any other 
country; for, unlike Britain, they have 
almost an economic entity and have 
virtually no communications that need to 
be protected. Japan has suffered in com- 
parison with the United States; for, con- 
fronted with nearly the same problems— 
‘albeit on a smaller scale—as those which 
confront Britain, and threatened on one 


| side by potential and formidable enemies, 


she has risked much by the limitation of 
her armaments. Further, if any country 
has special reason to complain of the 
Treaty’s ‘results, that country is Britain, 
who has weakened her most indispensable 
arm of defence through her readiness to 
give a lead to the world. Britain has 
communications that must be preserved ; 
she has a scattered Empire that must be 
protected, and she is close to the restless 
European Powers that are a constant 
source of danger. In comparison the 
United States have gained every. possible 
advantage, and it is small wonder that, 
as a New York journal observes, “the 
senatorial opposition to the Treaty was 
never able to overcome the overwhelming 
and practical considerations in favour of 
ratification.”

A Celtic Congress. 


The Celtic Conference, which will last 
for a week, was opened in University 
College, London, yesterday. It is attended 
by members of the Celtic race from every 
country in which it persists. The Reverend 
Dr. MacLean Watt, of Glasgow Cathedral, 
delivered the presidential address, and 
gave an interesting survey of Celtic history 
throughout the ages. There is no country 
in Europe which has not felt the influence 
of this gifted, but wayward, race. ‘‘ The 
Celt in all his variants, from Builth to 
Ballyhoo,”” probably has made a deeper 
impression on the history of Europe than 
anybody else ; and, although his qualities 
of impetuosity and hot-headedness have 
done much to upset the equilibrium of 
staider folk, his imagination and zeal, his 
intuitive genius and his passionate 
loyalty for forlorn hopes have brightened 
the pages of Europe’s. history. . Dr. 
MacLean Watt said very truly that 
Celtic. blood flowed in the veins 
of every white people. From Rumania 
to Connemara this virile stock has 
‘made its mark, and will continue 
to influence the march of civilisation 
to the end of time. Like the Jews, it has 
survived persecution and has lived to 
dominate its enemies ; unlike them, it has 


mingle with alien folk, Throughout the 
British Empire, from Auckland to Van- 
couver, and from Cape Town to Belfast, 
men and women of the Celtic race have 
made their mark. Wherever wars have 
been fought, Celts have been in at the 
finish ; and the Irish have not been the 
least conspieabas among them. Wherever 
great deeds have been done the Celtic 
race has been to the fore. Dr. 
MacLean: Watt sounded one note .f 
warning when ‘he said that the Celt 
sometimes lacked the coolness that is 
necessary to enable a victory to be used 
to the. best advantage.

The purpose of the amendment was to. pro- 
vide that no increase of assessment should 
take effect in any one year at more than five 
“N cent. in excess of the previous assessment.

The property 
includes Old Norfolk House, which 's 
separated from the main. building by th 
garden. Old Norfolk House was built 
shortly after the Restoration, was sold in 
1721 to the eighth Duke of Norfolk, an 
has been the property of the family eve 
since. His successor, the ninth duke, for 
whom the new Norfolk House was built 
lent the house to Frederick Prince of 
Wales, when he quarrelled with his 
father, George II. The Prince of 
Wales’s apartments still exist. The house 
was offered for sale, free from restrictive 
covenants, and it was stated that the pur- 
chaser would be entitled to pull down the 
property and to re-build on the site.

Electricity in Britain. 


Statistics issued by the Electricity 
Commissioners indicate a considerable ex- 
pansion in the use of electricity in Great 
Britain. Last month 709,000,000 units o! 
electricity were generated by authorised 
undertakings compared with 694,000,000 
units in the corresponding month of 1929, 
an increase of about 2.2 per cent. During 
the first half of this year the total amount 
cenerated was 5,381,000,000 units, com- 
pared with 5,098,000,000 units for the first 
half of 1929. The increase in this case 
was about 54 per cent. The employmen' 
of electricity is expected to undergo 8 
further very considerable expansion in the 
near future, since a huge network of over- 
head wiring is being constructed, and 
current will be brought to districts where 
hitherto it has not been available.

CAUTIONS GIVEN TO 


. PRISONERS. 


HOME OFFICE 
DIRECTIONS TO POLICE. 


————-&-—-—. 


The Home Office has sent a memorandum 
io the Chief Constables of England and 
Wales as to the cautions to be administerd 
to persons in custody, and as to the obtain- 
ing of statements from them. It has arisen 
out of the report to the Royal Commission 
on Police Powers and Procedure, in which 
it was stated that there were ‘ marked 
divergencies of opinion among police officers 
as to the proper construction to be placed 
upon what are known as the judges’ rules.” 

The Home Secretary has communicated with 
the judges, with the desire to remove: any 
difficulties or divergence of opinion as to the 
meaning of the rulés, and the memorandum 
gives the advice of the judges on points 
raised. The judges have advised that the 


rule that persons in custody should not be 


uestionbú, without the usual caution. being 
rst administered,“ was never intended to 
encourage or authorise the questioning or 
eross-examination of a person in custody 
after he has been cautioned on the subject 
uf the crime for which he is in custody, 
and long, before: this rule was formulated, 
and since, it has been the practice for the 
yudge not to allow any answer to a question, 
so improperly put, to be given in evidence; 
but in some cases it may be proper and 
necessary to put questions to a person in 
custody after the caution has been 
administered. | 
A PROPER QUESTION. 

. For instance, a person arrested for a 
burglary may, before he is formally charged, 


say: “ I have hidden or thrown the property | 


away; and, after caution, he would 
properly be asked, *‘ Where have vou hidden 
or thrown it?” Or a person, before he is 
formally charged as a habitual criminal, 
is properly asked to give an account of 
what. he has done since he last came out 
of prison. | 

e rule referred to, it is stated, is 
intended" to apply to such cases, and so 
understood is.not in conflict with, and does 
not qualify, the rule which prohibits anv 
question upon a voluntary statement, except 
such as is necessary to clear up ambiguity. 

"As to the form of caution, the judgeg say 
that in atty case before the formal charge is 
mane the usual caution is, or should be, 
“You are not obliged to say anything, but 
anything youn say may be given in evidence.” 

The memorandum adds :—“In the Secre- 
tar of State’s opinion, this is a simple, 
emphatic, and easily intelligible form ot 
caution, which may be properly used at any 
time during the investigation of a crime in 
which it is necessary or right, to administer 
a caution. For example, where a person is 
being interrogated by a police officer, whether 
at a police station or elsewhere, and a point 
is reached -when the officer would not allow 
that person to depart until further inquiry 
has been made and any suspicion that may 
have been aroused had been cleared up, it is, 
in the opinion of the Secretary of State, de- 
sirable that such a caution should be ad- 
ministered before further questions are asked. 

FAIR AND FRANK. 

“ When any form of restraint is actually 
imposed, such a caution should certainly be 
administered before any questions, or any 
further questions, as the case may be, are 
asked. When it comes to cautioning a 
prisoner immediately before he is formally 
charged, the form prescribed in the rules 
should be used,” | 

The memorandum states (hat police officers 
engaged in the investigation of crime will 
usually be experienced officers, and that it is 
guite impossible to lay down a code of in- 
struction which will cover the various cir- 
cumstances of every case. : 

“In carrying out their duty in connection 
with the questioning of suspects and others,” 
continues the memorandum, “they must, 
above all things, be scrupulously fair to those 
whom they are questioning, and in giving 
evidence as to ihe circumstances in which 
any statement. was made or taken down in 
writing, they must be absolutely frank in 
describing to the Court exactly what occurred, 
and it will then be for the judge to decide 
whether or not the statement tendered should 
be admitied in evidence.’’ 


CIVILIANS’ £1,500,000 
WAR. CLAIMS. 


JUDGMENT FOR THE CROWN. 


Judgment for the Crown was given by Mr. 
Justice Roche in the King’s Bench Division, 
London, yesterdav, in the action concerning 
the £1,500.000 claims of civilians in respect 
te loss caused by German action during the 
war. 

The action took the form of a demurrer, 
by which the Attorney-General sought. to 
show thut a petition of right brought against, 
the State by the Civilian: War Claimants’ 
Association, Ltd., of Great William street; 
London, E.C., was bad. in law. Twenty-six 
claimants had assigned their rights to the 
Association. 

Mr. Justice Roche held that the’ petition 
disclosed no cause of action in law. 

‘‘T am not deciding upon the moral claims 
of the claimants’ he said. '“ [ am not even. 
deciding their legal claims. I am rot 
even deciding upon all possible ways of pre- 
senting in legal form claims which the 
claimants have concéived themselves to give. 

“In receiving. reparations money from 
Germany,” he added, “ the Crown was acting 


on behalf of all its subjects, and not as | 


trustees or agents for the suppliants.’’
